Synopsis — of 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at'the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Mus: reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each o: six years from date of 
homestead entry ‘(including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Possibly a 
great bdtanist could dispense «vith 
entomplogical ‘learning, but * notable 
lepidopteral’ research could hardly be 
achieved without considerable know- 
ledge. of- botany, the reason ‘being 
that the discovery and: naming of a 
new butterfly or.moth is the begin- 
ning and not the end. The life his- 
tory from egg to imago must ° be 
worked out and ‘accurately recorded, 
not the least important feature of 
which is the food plant or plants 
of the insect. Butterflies are most 
particular to deposit their eggs on 
the correct plant, so that the young 
may be provided in abundance with 
the correct food when needed. | The 
large and handsome genus of Fritil- 
laries have violets as their chief 
food plant. The caterpillars of the 
black-swgllowtail butterfly feed upon 
the Umbelliferae, wild carrots, car- 
away, the parsley and parsnips of 
our gardens, etc., and it never 
makes a mistake. The. Monarch 
chooses some member of the milk- 
weed family, making one exception 
in the case of dogbane. The painted- 
lady is also known as the _ thistle 
butterfly since its larvae feed on 
thistles. As thistles are found the 
world over, so also is the butterfly, 
and it enjoys the reputation of being 
more widely distributed than any 
other. These examples will serve to 
show that butterflies are by their 
instincts botany teachers of a high 
order, 

You will understand that whereas 
there are on the continent of North 
America, roughly speaking, seven 
hundred varieties of butterflies, and 
moths vastly in excess of that 
amount, any given district can lay 
claim to only a small percentage of 
the total, the assortment being gov- 
erned by climate and vegetation. 
While the scientist will study his 
subject in a world-wide entirety, 
much interest can be found and‘much 
valuable work done by serious indi- 
vidual study in any particular dis- 
trict. To identify positively every 
species requires care and work. Many 
varieties of outterfles and moths are, 
as to size, shape and color, . easily 
recognizable, and are consequently 
identified with ease with the assis- 
tance of a good text book, for which 
purpose Dr. Holland’s butterfly aad 
moth books are highly commendable. 
Many butterflies and moths, how- 
ever, are not so easily identified: 
They belong to such large families 
as the Fritillaries and small-sulphurs 
in the society of butterfles, and the 
Noctuidae ,in that of moths. In deal- 
ing with these it is desirable to 
jump to conclusions slowly. I recol- 
lect some years ago in Manitoba 
challenging an ornithologist friend of 
mine to select from the page of illus- 
trations of the genus Brenthis in Dr. 
Holland’s book, the variety known 
as the Meadow-tritillary, a good, 
though rather dark, specimen of 
which was placed before him. After 
due and careful consideration he 
chose No. 7, and I read from , the 
text concerning the district in which 
his choice is found, as follows: White 
Mountain Fritillary:—‘‘This interest- 
ing butterfly is found on the barren 
summit of Mount Washington, New 
Hampshire. It represents the sur- 
vival of the arctic fauna on these 
desolate peaks and, like the arctic 
flora of the spot where it is found, 
is a souvenir of the ice-age, which 
once shrouded the north-eastern reg- 
ions of the United States with 
glaciers.””. From which it will be 
gathered that my friend's selection 
was unfortunate. 

It is however in being confronted 
with such problems of identification 
and solving them that the student 
never loses interest, and is led to 
the more advanced stage of original 
research. In the eastern provinces of 
Canada and States of America for 
many years the butterflies and moths 
have been studied closely by capable 
entomologists, with the result that 
the field has. been well covered. In 
the Western States, and particularly 
Western Canada, the number of en- 
tomologists among the pioneers has 
been relatively small, consequently 
the study and research work yet to 
be done is still very large. It must 
not be assumed from this that en- 
tirely new varieties are to be dis- 
covered any fine summer’s day even 
in the west. I do not doubt that in 
more northerly British Columbia, 
shortly to be opened up by railways, 
local forms and sub-species will be 
reported in due course, and even here 
in the Red Deer district it is not 
at all improbable that thorough col- 
lecting and study will reveal inter- 
esting discoveries as to new forms 
and sub-species. It is, however, 
with regard to many different vari- 
eties of both butterfles and moths, 
already discovered, but concerning 
which scientific knowledge as to the 
life history is very scant, that re- 
search work is open to the enthusi- 
ast. Dr. Holland writes concerning 
the genus Argynnis, or Fritillaries : 
“The greatest perplexity occurs in 


are found in the region of the Rocky 
Mountains.” 

In the tamerack swamp at Black- 
falds an exceedingly local butterfly 
is found, known as the Alaskan Al- 
pine. To the best of my knowledge, 
the carly stages of this insect have 
yet to he ascertained, that is to 
say, life history from egg to imago. 
He who accomplishes this, or who 
works out the life history of any in- 
sect, not previously known, through 
its various stages, adds, if only in 
a little, to the knowledge of the 
world. 

Before coneluding T should like to 
tell you that at an annual meeting 
of the Entomological Society of On- 
tarie (which is in fact the Intomol- 
ogical Society of Canada) 
November, 1910, it was unanimously 
agreed that the preparation of a 
catalogue of Canadian insects was 
desirable, and a special committee 
appointed to take charge of the 
work, The scheme has the approval

ernment, and the book: will be pub- 
lished’ in ‘due, course under the editor 
ship of Dr.“ C. Gordon Hewitt, the 
Government Entomologist. In the 
meantime there is work to do. In- 
dividual entomologists all. over 
Canada are compiling information re- 
garding insects in‘ their. dwn locali- 
ties. Of the four members of the 
Society responsible for the. order of 
butterflies and moths one is Mr. F. 
H. Wolilcy Dod, of Midnapore, near 
Calgary, who would, I am sure, lend 
his aid in solving any probloms in 
connection with Alberta Lepidoptera. 

Thé animals and birds, by. virtue of 
their size, have attracted the  at- 
tention and interest of those addict- 
ed, or should I say blessed, with the 
desire to nature study. The field 
has been well covered and little if 
anything can be added to what is 
already known. Entomology in 
Canada, as I have endeavored: to 
point out, is still the thing un- 
accomplished, ‘and therefore the 
thing to be done. Personally I can- 
not imagine any moré worthy pur- 
pose for the Red Deer Natural His- 
tory Society than assisting by  in- 
dividual and collective effort in the 
undertaking of cataloguing as nearly 
as possible the insects of Canada, 
and thus, if only in a modest degree, 
helpingto establish ‘the entomologic- 
al individuality of this our land.

Rates on Postage 


Beginning Tuesday last, the parcels 
post system became a reality with 
the Canadian post office depart. 
ment. Unofficial announcement to 
this effect was made several days 
ago from Ottawa. 

Particular attention should be giv- 
en to the fact that during the period 
of organization covering the months 
of February, March and April, an 
additional f 9> of five cents, to be 
paid by postage stamps,. will be 
charged on each parcel’ for local de- 
livery in places where tho letter car- 
rier system is in operation. For 
post offices where the carrier system 
does not obtain only the tariff given 
in the schedule will apply. 

While the system for the first three 
months will accept parcels limited in 
weight to six pounds only, it is the 
intention of the department after the 
first of April to increase this 
maximum weight to eleven pounds, 
at which standard it is likely to 
ren.ain,

ed to or posted at offices in certain 
outlying districts where such parcels 
have to be conveyed more than one 
hundred miles by a continuous stage 
service, such districts to be designat- 
ed by the Postmaster General.

al beg to report that I have audited the City books for’ the-year end- 
ing December 31st, 1913, and herewith enclose Balance Sheet and Gener- 
al Revenue Account with accompanying schedules. 

- All disbursements have been made under, authority of the Council by 
minute ‘or’ by-law. Accounts payable, appearing as liabilities in. the bal- 
ance sheet are the only items not dealt with by you at the date of the 
balance sheet. They naturally come.up for review in January. 

‘“I-have made the balance sheet’ so that you can see at a glance what 
the City's floating liabilities are, amounting to $83,882.57. Against these 
you have liquid assets of $53,932.96 and.the following viz.:— 

Unsold Debentures, Nos. 65 and.66, $14,773.51. Debentures to be issued 
for :. Hospital, $6,000.00 ; _ Boulevards, $1,852.81 ; Debenture Adjustment 
account, $11,310.58 ; making a total of $33,936. 90, or a grind total of 
liquid: assets amounting to $87.869.86. ° 

The proper depreciation has been written off all’ inventories 
equipment. 

The increase in your capital surplus is accounted for in the acquis- 
ition of. the hospital and its furniture and fittings and appreciation i in the 
value over purchase price of the nuisance grounds. 

The arrears of taxes are more than double those of 1912. Some of 
this increase is owing to hard times no doubt, but the increase will 
continue as the city grows, and it apears to me that some.such scheme 
as is required in the Provincial ordinances for towns and villages to take 
care of this sort of thing in the estimates should be considered by you. 

. I have found the various fire policies covering the city buildings, exhibi- 
tion buildings, etc., are all current, and that certificates of title are 
held for all real estate, with the exception of the park at the railway 
station. 

There are two accounts receivable,-H. G. H. Neville $100.07 and H. 
Reinholt $44.76, which have been on the books several years now, and 
if not collectable should be written off. 

I would suggest that the City Treasurer's bond and that of his assis- 
tant should be in the Bank in safe keeping, delivérable to the Mayor.

use in Western Canada. 

For the fiscal year ending the: 31st 
of March, 1913, Canada imported 
paper and manufactures of paper, 
valued at $8,347,381, of -which $1,804,- 


| 1658 came from the United Kingdom, 
Mi |‘and $5,743,103 from the United States. 


The 48 active mills in 1912 consum- 
ed a totai of 866,042 cords of raw ma- 
terial valued at $5,215,692, the totai 
cut of Canada beng 1,846,910~ cords, 
valued at $$1,911,415, so that $980,868, 
or more than half the total was ex- 
ported in manufactures to the United 
States. In other words Canada ex- 
ported enough pulpwood to supply 
54 mills of the average capacity now 
operating, and for the quantity of 
cordwood exported the owners re- 
calyed $6,695,838, whereas, had the 
980,868 cords of pulpwood been manu- 
factured in the Dominion it would 
have produced approximately 773,140 
tons of pulp ‘which as the average 
price per ton of exported wood pulp 
in 1912 was $17.10, it would have 
realized $13,220,684, The actual price 
received was $6,695,838, showing a 
loss to the Dominion (which would in- 
clude profit to the manufacturer and 
the cost of converting the material 
into pulp) of $6,524,866, and undoubt- 
edly. this cost of manufacture, in the 
form of wages, material, eto,, would 
be a source of wealth to the country 
in general. 

' Available Timber 

In the interior and eastern parts of 
British Columbia, and more especially 
along the lines of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway through the Orow’s 
Nest Pass, as well as in the central 
parts of Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, there are large areas of 
suitable timber available. In addition 
to this there are nearby . water 
powers and railway transport to make 
easily obtainable suitable locations 
for mills and economic methods of 
handling both the raw material and 
the finished product. 

The West so far appears to have 
been sadly neglected by the capitalist 
and manufacturer in this respeot. 
With the continuation of only normal 
growth in population it can readily 
be seen that a large and increasing 
market is developing for paper and 
its yarious manufactures. Hven with 
the cessation of the present export of 
the raw product millions of dollars 
annually would be earned in the coun- 
try, but to that’ must be added the 
fact that by far the larger area of the 
Dominion has .not yet. even been in- 
vestigated for this particular purpose. 

Market for Paper . 

In Western Canada there are over 
550 daily and weékly newspapers and 
magazines published with a daily, 
weekly and monthly oirculation of 
over 1,000,000 copies. The construc- 
tion of new railroad lines continues 
at the rate of 1,000 miles or more 
per annum (branch and main lines), 
and new towns are opened up at the 
rate of 150 to 200 each year. The 
larger proportion of these towns grow 
into the newspaper stage at a very 
early date. The demand for paper of 
all kinds, within the next ten yeare 
will be enormous, and should be the 
means of supporting a large number 
of paper mills, as well as building up 
thriving communities. 

Western Canada has the wood and 
the water powers, it also has the 
rivers and streams for driving the 


‘fi | logs, and means of transportation by 


rail is getting more efficient and easy 
of access year by year. Pulp and 
paper can be produced as economically 
in the West as in any other part of 
the Dominion. It {s an industry which 
will stand the fullest investigation. 
The market's demand is incessant 
and growing yearly by leaps. 

While the development of the pulp 
and paper industries in Western Can. 
ada has not been as rapid as we 
would like to see it, there is bound 
to be more rapid development in the 
next few years under the stable 
national policy that the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments have adopted 
with respect to the manufacture di 
paper. It is safer to go slow now 
and maintain a firm policy along 
national lines than to permit the large 
mills in Wisconsin and other points 
south of the line to exploit the Oan-. 
adian market without restrictions. 
However, the Canadian capitalist must 
hasten the development of paper mills 
in the West, and take advantage of 
the great home market there is there 


for paper products.

AT HIGHER PRICES 


Heavy Imports Last Year From tho 
United States Where Price Was 
Lower—How About Reciprocity? 
During the campalgn In which rect-

_ “Your letter of the 27th inst. ad- 
dressed to Mr. Ruddick has been trans- 
ferred to me, and in reply I have much 
pleasure in giving you the information 
asked for. The quantity of eggs im- 
ported into Canada from the United 
States during the year ended March 
31st, 1912, was 7,476,247 dozens, and 
the quantity exported from Canada to 
the United Scates during the same 
period was 17,403 dozens. Duty on 
2gg8 coming into Canada from the 
United States is three cents per dozen. 
“Yours truly, W. A. Moore, . 
“Chief, Markets Division.” 
Bla Home Market 

The duty on eggs shipped from 
Canada into the United States is fiva 
cents per dozen. This duty applies 
alike to eggs for human consumption 
and for hatching purposes. 

The difference between the Cana- 
dian duty of three cents per dozen and 
the United States duty of five cents 
Is not sufficient to explain the great 
iifference that exists between the to- 
‘al annual ehipment made southward 
and those cent northward. Heretofore 
we have held the Canadian hen in high 
regard, but the great disparity be. 
tween the trifiing amount of her pro- 
duct that is sold to us cach year, as 
compared with the millions of dozens 
of eggs that are shipped from the 
States into Canada, has placed her 
under suspicion. It begins to look as 
though she is “loafing on the job.” 

Probably it was the prices obtain- 
able for market eggs in Canada that 
caused seven and a half million dozen 
to be shipped from the United States 
into the Dominion during the year 
ending March 31st, 1912. The prices 
over there had to be enough higher 
to cover the cost of transportation 


and extra handling, also to overcoma| 


the handicap of a three-cents-per- 
dozen tariff duty. Isn’t it a bit sur- 


prising that this difference in prices|@ 


should have existed? 


The Canadians are quite strong for ¥ 
poultry, especially in the fertile prov- a 


Ince of Ontario. It may be that a 
large portion of these eggs went into 


the colder latitudes of the Dominion. | 
But In\that case, why should not the|#

Not that we object in the slightest 
to having this Canadian money sent 
to American poultry keepers, but 
Canadian poultrymen have the right 
to look after their own best interests 
—and to “do it first.” 
New Zealand Butter Cheaper 

Another set of figures came under 
our notice recently that causes us tc 
suspect that the Canadian cow is ful. 
ly as remiss as the Canadian hen. 
The New York Produce Review, of 
date September 24th, 1912, contained 
these figures: 

“Reference is first made to statis- 


tics contained in a recent report of |} 


J. A. Ruddick, Canada’s dairy com. 
missioner, by which it appears that 
in the year ending March 31, 1912, 
Canada imported more than 3,000,000 
pounds of butter, of which 2,189,844 
lbs. was brought from New Zealand 
and 929,318 lbs. from the United 
States.” n 

New Zealand is a long distance from 
Canada, but has a productive soil and 
highly favorable climate. Further 
more, the cost of transportation by 
water is low, comparatively speaking; 
yet it must be discouraging to the 
Canadian dairyman to have this New 
Zealand butter enter his market in 
competition, especially so when his 
comparative disadvantages of soll and 
climate are taken into consideration. 

This article from an impartial and 
disinterested source accords conclu: 
sive evidence that the Canadian far. 
mer would have lost heavily on but 
ter and eggs had the reciprocity agreo 
ment carried. If nearly 100,000,000 
eggs could oome into Canada from 
the United States, pay the duty, and 
compete with Canadian eggs, how 
many would have come in had there 
been no duty and how much lower 
the price to the Canadian’ farmer 
would have beon? The same per- 
tinent question applies to butter.
